Khabarovsk Mining Technical School Is accepting applications from students 
for the 19^?9-1950 school year. Persons l4 - ]50 years old, who have completed 
at least seven grades of secondary school; and irtic have passed sTamlnaticns in 
mathematics, Buaeian Language, and USSR constitution, are eligible. 

Persons who completed seven grades In 1948 or 1949 with outstanding marks 
are exempt from examlnatlLaa . Those who completed eight or nine gredes are 
accepted without examinations. Persons who have completed 10 grades ere 
accepted for the second-year course In the Geological Prospecting Division 
of the school. The course of study for these people Is 2 years 7 months. 

Persons who have completed 2 years at a corresponding technical school 
are eligible for the third-year course In geological prospecting. The course 
of study for these people In the school Is 4 years. 

Students will receive the following stipends: first year 465 rublec, 
second year 5L9 rubles, third year 600 rubles, and fourth yoar 664 rubles. 
Excellent students will receive 25 percent extra'. All students will bo given 
uniforms and out-of-town students will receive dormitory quarters.
